Present Oil Boom 


January 12, 1950. 


Only A Beginning y 


It seems evident that in spite 
of all the talk about the tre- 
mendous value of Alberta's oil 
production, we still do not ap- 
preciate the extent or the value 
of this resource. 

For two years the Alberta gov- 
ernment has been raking in 
revenue in increasing millions 
of dollars. Last year, oil did 
much to provide a provincial 
budget of around 66 millions. 
This year it is estimated that the 
provincial budget will be well 
up into the 70 millions. 

Alberta is obtaining the direct 
benefit of oil developments and 
the sale of crude and refined oil, 
but she also is deriving a tre- 
mendous benefit from all the 
side-industries that depend upon 
oil developments, She receives 
a growing benefit from the 
thousands of new citizens who 
are directly or indirectly con- 
nected with this industry. 

Every business in Alberta and 
it is no exaggeration to say that 
every resident in Alberta re- 
ceives some benefit from this 
industry and will receive more 
benefits in the future. At the 
very least, the oil industry will 
do much to keep conditions 
prosperous in Alberta even 
though they may not remain so 
buoyant outside the province. 


Alta, Doesn’t Fill 
Needs of Canada 


Yet, after accepting this situa- 
tion, it is jolting to discover just 
how small a portion of our Can- 
adian oil needs are being sup- 
plied in Alberta. 

Alberta oil production has in- 
creased rapidly. When the final 
1949 figures are in we may dis- 
cover that Canadian production 
is over 20 million barrels with 
the bulk of this being produced 
from Alberta wells. 

Yet imports of crude oil need- 
ed in Canada have amounted to 
well over 50 million barrels. 

This tremendous prosperity 
being enjoyed in Alberta comes 
from an industry which is pro- 
viding only about 20 per cent of 
the Canadian petroleum needs 

We hear confident talk about 
the whole of the prairies being 
supplied and we hear about 
enouzh crude being produced to 
supply all of Canada, either 
directly, or by shipping to the 
United States enough to balance 
the amount imported from the 
United States in the East. Some 
competent observers even sug- 
gest that we will have an over-all 
surplus of export oll to sell to 
the United States. 

There are no figures which 
tend to disprove those claims. 
Most reports indicate that the 
Alberta oil potential is great 
enough to provide the oil once 
the transmission lines and re- 
fining equipment needed to han- 
die it can be constructed. 


But if Wis is true, then it means 
that within a few years, at most, 
the Alberta ol] industry will be 
five times as large and valuable 
as ‘it is now. It means more than 
that. 

As the work of drilling, refin- 
ing, constructing pipe lines and 
other allied equipment increases, 
the number of workers usually 
increases at a greater rate and 
the allied industries and the 
workers in those industries in- 
crease at a greater rate. 


Royalties Will 
Be Much Higher 

At the same time, once the 
needed pipe-lines and refineries 
are built, it will be possible to 
increase the flow of oll, which 
means that those citizens and the 
government which hold royalties 
will then receive money at a 
muck higher rate than has been 
the case to date, 

When Alberta begins produc- 
ing 60 or 70 million barrels of 
crude, these royalty payments 
are going to add up to a huge 
sum of cash. 

But, by the time we produce 
that amount, there is every rea- 
son to believe that Canadian use 
of petroleum products should be 
much larger than it is now. 

We may be surprised to dis- 
cover how short a time !{t will 
be before Canadian petroleum 
needs will double the present 
figures. . 

We, in this country, haven't 
the faintest appreciation of the 
extent of the development ahead 
of us. 

This boom, which some believe 
to have created a peak in crowd- 
ing and prosperity, is only the 
faint beginning. It is true that 
oil forms only a smal] part of 
our provincial economy, but when 
you mushroom even a portion of 
a provincial activity it is bound 
to produce widespread effects 
and we are not ready for them. 

Until the people of Alberta 
fully realize the future extent of 
this production, it is impossible 
to plan for the roads, the organ- 
ization, the administrative details, 
the housing and schools, stores 
and other facilities which will be 
needed. 

Instead of feeling that this 
present acute situation will ease 
within a year or so, we should be 
facing the fact that it may be 
even more acute. It certainly will 
be unless we bestir ourselves to 
prepare for it. 

Whether we realize % er not, 
the Alberta scene is going to be 
very different, 10 years from now,
